Reminded that his resignation | 
from the St. Louis Police De-| 
partment had not been accepted | 
by the Board of Police Commis- | 
sioners, Shoulders said: “I heard 
they wouldn’t accept it. Well,) 
they might as well because

With that, Shoulders and his 
landlady, Miss June Marie 
George, also subpenaed to tes- 
tify, entered an elevator and 
left the building. 

Character ‘Assassinated.’ 


In resigning from the force 
last Saturday, Lt. Shoulders said 
the department's continuing in- 
quiry into police conduct of the 
Greenlease investigation had de- 
stroyed his reputation. He 
charged his character had been 
“assassinated.” 

Shortly after Shoulders and 
Miss George Ikcit the Federal 
building, another grand jury wit- 
ness, Sandra June O’Day, was 
brought by automobile from the 
Jackson county jail, four blocks 
away. She arrived with Acting 
United States Marshal William 
Tatman and a deputy marshal. 

Until today, Mrs. O’Day had 
been kept incommunicado as a 
material witness, in the jail here. 
Word that she was being brought 
to the Federal building reached 
reporters and photographers but 
she was rushed from an eleyator 
to the marshal’s office so quickly 
that they got only a brief 
glimpse of her. 

She was wearing a light blue 
off-the-face hat and powder blue 
suit. Her freshly-washed blonde 
hair-was neatly combed. She ap- 
peared to be as relaxed as a per- 
son can be when being rushed 
across a wide corridor in hand- 
cuffs. 
Spent Night With Hall. 

Presumably Mrs. O’Day will 
be questioned later today about 
her association with Carl Austin 
Hall, confessed kidnap-murderer 
of the Greenlease boy. rs. 
O'Day spent a night with Hall 
in St. Louis shortly before his 
arrest. She also carried a letter 
written by Hall from St. Louis 
to Kansas City, addressed to 
Bernard Patton, St. Joseph (Mo.) 
atterney. 

Patton also waited to be 
called as a grand jury witness 
this afternoon. It may be pos- 
sible to finish the grand jury 
inquiry today, United States 
Attorney Scheufler said. 

After testimony is completed, 
Scheufler will seek indictments 
under the federal kidnaping law 
against Hall and Mrs. Bonnie 
Brown Heady. She has con- 
fessed that she, kidnaped the 
boy from his Kansas City school 
Sept. 28. He was shet to death 
the same day by Hall. 

Also scheduled to be heard 
later today by the grand jury 
was Patrolman Elmer Dolan, 
who accompanied Lt. Shoulders 
when he arrested Hall in St.

—King Paul and Queen Fred- 
erika of Greece were caught up 
in a whirl of sightseeing and 
state activities today after an 
overnight stay in the White 
House with President and Mrs. 
Eisenhower. 

The royal couple moved from 
the executive mansion across the 
street to Blair House, official 
residence for important state 
visitors, early this morning be- 
fore embarking on the crowded 
schedule of their first full day 
in Washington. 

In a driving rain, the royal 
pair dtove down the Potomac 
river to lay a wreath at the 
crypt of George Washington at 
Mt. Vernon. Then they drove 
to Arlington national cemetery 
to lay a wreath at the tomb of 
the Unknown Soldier. 

King Stands at Attention. 

King Paul stepped forward 
to lay a huge wreath on the 
marble tomb, then stood stiffly 
at attention as taps rang out 
over the ceremony. 

As they left, the Queen affec- 
tionately tweaked the nose of a 
3-year-old boy clad in a yel- 
low slicker. The boy, Peter Hine, 
son of Naval Lt. Comar. Thomas 
Hine of Alexandria, Va., blushed 
and then grinned at the Queen. 

A state reception and a dinner 
for the royal visitors will be 
given tonight by Secretary of 


State John Foster Dulles. 


Addressing the joint commit- 
tee of press, radio, television and 
news photographers, King Paul 
pledged his country’s eternal 
gratitude for American spiritual 
leadership which he said has 
shown the way to salvation of 
western civilization.

Even the Reds have acknowl- 
edged that at least one band of 
partisans—a tough group of 
Czechs—clashed with Commu- 
nist police deep in the Soviet 
zone at Cottbus, killing four. 

Today the Neue Zeitung said 
not one but several partisan 
bands were active, hiding out in 
forests by day and striking by 
night. Heaviest concentrations 
of anti-Communism were _ re- 
ported to be in Saxony and 
Thuringia. The report indicated 
the resistance movement has 
been growing ever sinc: the June 
17 uprising against the Commu- 
nist Government’ throughout 
East Germany. 

Most of the partisan groups 
are armed with machine guns 
and pistols captured in attacks 
on East German police units, the 
newspaper said. 

The Neue Zeitung identified 
the leader of one partisan band 
in Saxony as the former Rus- 
sian commandant of the Soviet 
air base at Grossenhain, near 
Leipzig. 

Red Army Deserters.

U.S, CONSIDERS LETTING 
INDIA INTO KOREA PEACE 
CONFERENCE AS OBSERVER 


WASHINGTON, 
Oct. 29 (UP). 


HE State Department con- 

firmed today the United 

States is considering the 
possibility of admitting India 
to the Korean political con- 
ference as an observer. 

A spokesman said such 
participation would be limit- 
ed only to answering ques- 
tions on war pores prob- 
lems which will be before the 
political conference for 30 
days. India presumably 
would be able to answer 
questions about unrepatriated 
war prisoners because it has 
primary responsibility for 
them as chairman of the Neu- 
tral Nations Repatriation 
Commission. 

Department spokesman 
Lincoln White said no final 
decision on India’s admission 
has been made, 


being cleaned. 


The charts and text indicated 
most of the atrocities occurred in 
the first year of the war, when 
the Communists invaded South 
Korea and overran American 
and Republic of Korea troops. 
There was a smaller upsurge of 
the graph line later when the 
Chinese entered the war and 
hurled Allied forces southward 
from the region of the Yalu 
river. 

The majority of the atrocity 
cases occurred south of the 
Thirty-eighth parallel,.the old di- 
viding line between Communist 
and American-occupied areas, 
when the Communist force oc- 
cupied most of South Korea. As 
an example, one exhibit with the 
chart showed that, of 1612 re- 
ported war crimes, 1134 were 
south of the parallel. 

Such cases include the Taejon 
massacre of an estimated 5000 to 
7000 persons and the mass kill- 
ings of residents of Seoul, the 
South Korean capital, when it 
was occupied by the enemy. 
However, large numbers of 
Seoul residents were killed on 
the death march to the enemy 
capital Pyongyang or in prisons 
in that city after arrival there. 

To the Chinese were charged 
27.3 per cent of the war criines 
alleged. The North Korean 
Reds, who had only a fraction as 
many troops in the field as Com- 
munist China, were blamed as 
the greater barbarians. 

The Army said “it is an inter- 
esting fact that the North Ko- 
rean People’s Army slaughtered 
most civilians during September 
1950. Of these, 14,602 or 84.6 
per cent were slain in the last 
four days of the month.” 

That included the “Taejon 
massacre” where the Reds were 
said to have killed the occupants 
of the South Korean city in 
batches of hundreds at a time— 
among them 42 Americans. 


After Dr. Mayo’s Report.

U.N. Delegate Con- 
demns Russian Propa- 
ganda, Says Confes- 
sions of P.O.W.s Are 
Worthless.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Oct. 
29 — France today condemned 
the Russian propaganda effort 
to convince willing listeners that 
American flyers had waged bac- 
terial war in Korea and accused 
the Communists of “welching 
and cowardice” in refusing to 
permit an impartial inquiry into 
their charges. 

Henry Hoppenot told the Unit- 
ed Nations Political Committee 
that the absurd “confessions” 
obtained by the Reds from pris- 
oners of war were worthless. He 
challenged the Russians to stop 
using “poisoned weapons of 
hatred and lies.” 

Violation of Convention. 

The Fref&h spokesman said 
his government had not awaited 
repudiation by the repatriated 
flyers to reject their “confes- 
sions” or participation in germ 
attacks on military and civilian 
populations. France knew that 
any such statements were with- 
out value when obtained from 
prisoners, whether they had been 
obtained by torture or not, Hop- 
penot said. 

Red Chinese and North Ko- 
rean interrogators obtained such 
accounts from American pris- 
oners in viouation of the Geneva 
convention which the Soviet 
Union now is asking U.N. mem- 
a to accept, Hoppenot contin- 
ued. 


Hoppenot declared he would 
not hesitate to vote for the So- 
viet resolution. asking recog- 
nition of the Geneva convention, 
except for the fact that the pro- 
posal was not made in good 
faith. It was interjected in the 
bacterial war debate, he said, 
only to embarrass the United 
States. 

“I am hopeful,” he said, “that 
this is the last time the Assem- 
bly will deal with this’ disgrace- 
ful matter. I am hopeful that a 
pall of forgetfulness will be 
cast on this disturbing and pain- 
ful episode in propaganda war- 
fare. 

“Would that the Soviet Union 
would draw a lesson . that 
nothing can prevail against the 
truth. All the lies and slanders 
from all sources and all wave 
lengths finally have come home 
to roost with the authors.” 

Others Denounce Charges. 

Cuba, the Philippines, the 
Dominican Republic and Turkey 
also took the floor to denounce 
the Communist germ war 
charges. 

Both the United States and 
the Soviet Union were sched- 
uled to speak later. The United 
States disclosed today that it 
will submit further evidence of 
Russian participation in Commu- 
nist tortures to gain “confes- 
sions” from the American flyers. 

White Russia's K. VY. Kiselev 
told the U.N. committee that 
United States charges that the 
Russians ran a torture center to 
quiz American airmen was 
groundless. He labeled it “vile 
slander” designed to whitewash 
the United States military com- 
mand which, he said, for three 
years waged war on the Korean 
people.

Dr. Nuchim Elbert, a phy- 
sician and dentist and a war- 
time member of the Belgian un- 
derground, was found dead to- 
day in his apartment, 5586 
Pershing avenue, under circum- 
stances indicating he had ended 
his own life, police reported .

Overhaul of Point IV Program, 
Tells of Findings on World Tour 


U.S. Officials Abroad Trying to Do Too 
Much, He Says — Recipient Nations Sit 
Back and Let Uncle Sam Do Their 
Work, Pay Their Bills.

A recent 45,000-mile, round-the-world journey, during which 


I visited 21 African and Asian 


countries, has convinced me of 


this. I came back to the United States sure that unless drastic 
revision is made in this unselfishly-conceived project, the United 
States is going to lose more than it can ever hope to gain. 


When President Truman sug- 
gested a world-wide program of 
technical assistance, designed to 
share America’s vast storehouse 
of technical knowledge with un- 
derdeveloped nations, the Con- 
gress and its constituency alike 
seized on the proposal as a long- 
range solution to the problem of 
shortages—shortages of food- 
stuffs and ability to raise living 
standards, both of which have 
caused unrest since the dawn of 
history. Here, Americans felt, 
was the free world’s answer to 
“belly Communism”; here, we 
felt, was an alternative to the 
costly Marshall plan practice of 
bolstering sagging economies 
with dollar handouts. 

Wrong in Many Imstances. 

It appears that in too many in- 
stances, we were wrong. 

As a member of the Senate 
Appropriations Committee, I 
have spent long hours listening 
to our officials justify budget 
estimates for “technical assist- 
ance.” However, I had to get 
into the field to find that in 
many cases, “technical assist- 
ance” has become a synonym for 
Marshall plan aid. And like the 
Shakespearean rose, a different 
name does not materially modify 
the odor. | 

It is true that in some under- 
developed. nations, Point IV 
technicians are doing an excel- 
lent job. I visited one project 
in an African nation where na- 
tives are being taught useful 
crafts; they are being given in- 
formation which their minds are 
able to absorb. 

On the other hand, I found in 
- the same country that the United 
States, in the guise of Point IV, 
is contributing over half the cost 
of building an agricultural and 
mechanical college. We are not 
just supplying our know-how, 
we are actually helping pay for 
the brick and cement and steel 
required to construct the class- 
rooms. This is not Point IV, this 
is economic aid, a far cry from 
the original idea of sharing our 
know-how and our tetchnical 
skills. 

It is particularly interesting 
to note that in this one country, 
which has no debt worth men- 
tioning, the most debt-burdened 
nation in the world is paying 
part of the cost of a project the 
host country should undertake 
and is well able to finance. 
True, we could supply guidance; 
we could, and I believe should, 
send American experts to that 
nation to advise them on how 
to organize, administer and gain 
the most benefit from an agri- 
cultural college. We should not, 
under my concept of the Point 
IV program, build the physical 
plant for them. 

Heavy U.S. Debt. 

The United States today {s 
laboring under the burden of a 
debt approaching the 275 billion- 
dollar statutory limit. Our peo- 
ple are being called upon to pay 
taxes as high as, if not higher 
than, any other people in the 
world. At the same time, too 
many of our officials are asking 
us to continue pouring out our 
treasure on projects spread 
across the world, and to con- 
tinue underwriting nations 
whose debt is far less than our 
own. 

This does not mean that I be- 
lieve Point IV should be rele- 
gated to the junk heap. I do 
believe that we must confine our 
activities to the sharing of our 


there is definitely a need for a 
re-examination of the program 
as it is presently being adminis- 
tered. Bearing in mind the 
almost-universal concept that 
Point IV means sharing techni- 
cal know-how, I should like for 
my readers to decide at this 
point whether the following 
projects —all of which I saw 
with my own eyes this last au- 
tumn—fall within their under- 
standing of technical assistance: 

In one nation, technical as- 
sistance funds have been used 
to pay one-half the construction 
cost of a 25-unit housing project. 
These houses will be occupied 
by Point IV officials so long as 
they remain in that nation; up- 
on their departure, the dwellings 
are to revert to the host coun- 


Irrigation Project. 


In another African nation, the 
United States, under the guise 
of Point IV, has contributed 
two-fifths of the cost of a proj- 
ect to irrigate arid lands; when 
the project is completed, the 
lands will be sold to home- 
steaders and the host nation will 
pocket the proceeds. 


We are purchasing expensive 
tools, we are building permanent 
structures, we are paying vast 
sums to American engineering 
firms to do actual planning, all 
under Point IV. These are costs 
the host nation should bear; in 
return, the United States Gov- 
ernment should see that quali- 
fied specialists are made avail- 
able to these countries. 

We should further see that 
the instruction they give is 
within the capacity of the native 
peoples to absorb, understand, 
and wisely apply. Also, that any 
program suggested is in keep- 
ing with the host country’s abil- 
ity to finance. 

There is thig consideration 
also: We must be careful in 
granting Point IV aid, or any 
other form of aid, not to leave 
the impression that the United 
States can continue to pour out 
its wealth in a never-ending 
stream. We must impress on 
the recipient peoples that we 
are willing to help them to help 
themselves; we are not able, nor 
do we wish, to undertake alone 
the development of the whole 
world. 

Understanding Needed. 

This objective of mutual un- 
derstanding and mutual effort 
must first be impressed upon 
our own officials in foreign 
lands. I found that too many 
of them, unfamiliar with our 
fiscal condition back home, are 
attempting to accomplish over- 
night what can only be suc- 
cessfully done through a grad- 
ual and continuous effort over 
the years. 

The result has been for them, 
in their eagerness to see imme- 
diate physical results to insist 
on the United States shoulder- 
ing the lion’s share of the bur- 
den. In all too many instances, 
the host nations have begun to 
feel that they are merely sit- 
ting on the bench — that the 
United States is not only calling 
all the signals but playing a 60- 
minute game too. 

It would be well for the Point 
IV administrators to acquaint 
their technicians in the field 
with the advice of the late 
Henry G. Bennett, a pioneer of 
the Point IV program.

Soviet Parley 
To Push EDC 


Decision Stems From 
French Delay as 
Long as Interest in 
Talks Is High.

HE Western Allies now ex- 

hibit a definite intent to put 

aside their interest in inter- 
national conferences in favor of 
getting ahead with the formation 
of the European Defense Com- 
munity. 


The Washington report that 
Winston Churchill has agreed to 
sidetrack his idea for a top-level 
conference with Russia ties in 
directly with the view of French 
Cabinet members who say that 
as long as such talk continues, 
and as long as the Allies show 
interest in a ministers’ confer- 
ence on Germany, just so long 
will a large part of the French 
parliament dillydally over EDC. 


The French have been gradu- 
ally pushed over the hill toward 
ratification by several factors. 
They fear the need for German 
participation in the defense of 
Europe might eventually make 
it America’s number one Euro- 
pean ally. The reverse of this 
coin is the fear that if France 
continues rearming while Ger- 
many continues unencumbered 
by a military burden, Germany 
will soon have a dangerous 
economic whiphand. The Brit- 
ish share this _ fear. Many 
Frenchmen also recognize the 
fact that in case of war, Europe 
will either be defended in Ger- 
many, with the aid of Germans, 
or in France. 


Small Edge for EDC. 


In French political life those 
who consider these considera- 
tions Overpowering are almost 
balanced by those who can’t see 
anything like the danger from 
Russia that they see in a revived 
Germany. If the government 
proponents of the EDC have an 
edge in parliament it is very 
small. 


That is why President Eisen- 
hower and Secretary Dulles have 
been at such pains this week to 
set at rest reports that the Unit- 
ed States might pull some of its 
troops home from Europe. It is 
why Britain has been given 
assurances that it will associate 
itself just as closely with EDC 
as is possible without actually 
becoming a member. These are 
assurances to France against a 
revived Germany. 


It is why Harold Stassen is so 
busy in Paris trying to convince 
all of Europe’s statesmen in- 
cluding the French that the 
economic stability of the United 
States, on which the ability to 
maintain a successful defense 
depends, is not threatened. 
There has been a tendency in 
France for industrial leaders to

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Eisenhower for All Republican 
Candidates, Including Paul Troast 


Hagerty Elaborates on President’s Com- 
ment on Aspirant for Governor of New 
Jersey Who Interceded for Racketeer. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 29 (AP). 
HE White House said today President Eisenhower favors the 
T erection of all candidates running for office on the Republican 
ticket—and that goes for Paul Troast, candidate for Governor 


of New Jersey. 


This came from presidential press secretary James C. Hagerty, 
in elaboration on a discussion of politics at Eisenhower's press 


conference yesterday. 


Hagerty said he has received 
numerous inquiries from _ re- 
porters as to whether Eisen- 
hower was taking a slap yester- 
day at Troast or other party 
candidates. 

The President was asked yes- 
terday whether, at the time his 
picture was taken with Troast 
in New Jersey recently, he was 
aware that Troast had asked 
Gov. Thomas E. Dewey of New 
York to parole New York labor 
racketeer “Joey” Fay from pris- 


on. 

Eisenhower replied that at 
that time he had never heard of 
Fay, that he had gone to New 
Jersey to address a church 
group and had been asked to 
pose for pictures with another 
group. 

This statement left unan- 
swered the question of whether 
there would have been such a 
picture if Eisenhower had known 
about Fay or the letter. 

Hagerty’s elaboration today 
came in a warm exchange with 
Arthur Sylvester of the Newark 
Evening News. 

Hagerty wouldn't say point- 
blank whether Eisenhower now 
knows about Fay. But he de- 
clared: “You can understand 
English as well as I can. When 
the President said that at that 
time he didn’t know, it is ob- 
vious he knew later.” 

Eisenhower gave the impres- 
sion at his press conference yes- 
terday that he at least would 
make some speeches to lay the 
Republican record before the 
people, even if he doesn’t cam- 
paign for individual candidates. 
At the same time, he didn’t bar 
a friendly word or the taking of 
pictures with candidates here 
and there. 

Hagerty said today the Presi- 
dent was speaking of the neces- 
sity of electing Republican mem- 
bers of Congress on the record 
the Administration has built. 

“Just so there is no misunder- 
standing,” Hagerty went on: 
“That applies likewise to other 
candidates who are running for 
office on the Republican ticket.” 

“Anywhere?” a reporter in- 
quired. 

“Yes,” Hagerty replied. 

“You are not naming Troast?” 
Sylvester inquired. 


“We are not naming any one 


individual,” Hagerty answered. 
He added that if he did it for 
—% he would have to do it for 
all. 


Sylvester remarked there was 
only one other gubernatorial 
race this year—in Virginia. 

Hagerty said then that his 
statement applied to the New 
Jersey and Virginia contests for 
Governor and to special con- 
gressional elections coming up 
in California and New Jersey. 


Hagerty had no comment when 
asked whether the Troast organ- 
ization had requested a state- 
ment from the White House. 

“I think it was obvious from 
the President’s statement yester- 
day and the statement I make 
today,” Hagerty said, “that we 
are for Republican candidates 
running for office.” 


Eisenhower's statement yes- 
terday that he likes posing for 
pictures with candidates and 
may pat some of them on the 
back, as well as publicizing the 
G.O.P. record, pleased party 
members. 


Senator Knowland of Califor- 
nia, the Republican floor lead- 
er, said in an interview that is 
about all anybody could expect 
the President to do. 

“Nobody expects him to go 
out ringing door bells,” Know- 
land observed. 


Senator Duff (Rep.), Pennsyl- 
vania, one of the first to back 
Eisenhower for the presidency 
last year, said that so far as 
they go the President’s plans are 
fine. ‘ 

“But I think he will find as 
time goes on that he is going 
to have to dig deeper than that,” 
Duff said. 

G.O.P. National Chairman 
Leonard W. Hall confined his 
public comment to the observa- 
tion that the President's state- 
ment was “entirely satisfactory 
to me.” 


Some other party members — 
said privately that Eisenhower's 
avowed dislike for purely po- 
litical activities might dissolve 
somewhat in the face of an ex- 
pected strong Democratic threat 
to take over Congress.

Per- 
haps I may be old fashioned, how- 
ever, and within five years or so we 
may see even pilots taking their own 
bottles along. 

I grew up in a railroad town and 
the famous Rule G was in operation. 
If a member of a railroad train crew 
was caught taking a drink some 
hours—I believe 10—before going on 
duty, he was subject to automatic 
dismissal. Yet during the war on 
more than one occasion I watched 
passengers openly buy drinks for 
train crews in the club cars.

The success of the FBI in tracking the ransom 
money in the Greenlease kidnaping case depends 
on the co-operation of the public. 

That is why the FBI released the numbers of 
the missing $10 and $20 bills. 

That is why the St. Louis newspapers devoted 
so much space to printing the numbers. 

Yet a reaction all too common in the St. Louis 
area runs like this: “If I got a ransom bill and 
knew it, I wouldn't call the FBI. They'd try to 
tie me into the kidnaping. They’d ask me all 
kinds of questions as if I were a criminal. They 
might even get me out of bed in the middle of 
the night.” s 


This is a most unfortunate attitude toward the 
FBI and if it spreads, the FBI will be handi- 
capped in the work that it must do in the de- 
tection of crime. 


To offset it, the FBI would be well-advised to 
issue a statement as to how it will treat people 
who get in touch with them about such matters 
as missing ransom bills. For the plain fact is that 
the FBI needs to improve its public relations. 

By this we do not mean hiring more public 
relations agents and sending out releases to the 
newspapers about the achievements of the FBI 
under Director J. Edgar Hoover. 


What we mean is that the FBI needs to reas- 
sure law-abiding citizens that it also abides by 
the law; that it respects constitutional rights of 
the individual; that it gets search warrants when 
it should have them; that it obeys the anti-wire- 
tapping provisions of the Federal Communica- 
tions Act. 

The local office of the FBI knows full well 
why it is the subject of criticism in the Green- 
lease case. It knows why some people are say- 
ing that they are afraid they might be routed 
out of bed at 1 a.m. if they turned in ransom 
money innocently received. It knows why some 
fear being held for long periods and possibly 
being subjected to wearing inquiry. 

The Post-Dispatch urges anyone who receives 
a ransom bill to report it promptly. Dissatisfac- 
tion with the high-handed methods of some FBI 
agents should not be permitted to aid crime. 

This situation is a warning and Director 
Hoover should be the first to recognize it. No 
branch of the Federal Government can afford 
to ignore the public, and least of all the FBI. 

The FBI has tmportant and necessary work to 
do. If it is to be effective it must enjoy public 
co-operation and confidence.

Two Men From Chicago 

Paul R. Leach’s dispatch about the new boss 
of the nation’s first atomic-powered civilian elec- 
tric plant, R. Adm. Hyman G. Rickover, is a 
tribute not only to the doughty little Admiral 
but to Congressman Sidney R. Yates. For it was 
the Illinois Ninth District Democrat who stepped 
in when Adm. Rickover was bound in naval red 
tape and, like Alexander, cut the knot. 

Illinois citizens especially should not forget 
the story. Adm. Rickover as a Captain had fought 
through the project of the atomic-powered sub- 
marine, the Nautilus, to be launched in Janu- 
ary. Yet despite his unyielding initiative, or per- 
haps because of it, naval selection boards twice 
passed over him for promotion to Rear Admiral. 
That meant virtually automatic retirement at 
the age of 53, his great work incomplete. 

Then Congressman Yates intervened. He made 
four House speeches about the nation’s and the 
Navy’s need for Rickover. He got the attention 
of the Senate and of Navy Secretary Anderson. 
Thus Rickover was promoted and, much more 
important, retained for national service. The 
Nautilus is near completion; the task of harnes- 
sing the same energy for peace is beginning. 

Much of the credit for this significant progress 
goes to two Chicagoans, an Admiral and a Con- 
gressman. 
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Not All Bad 


The news that the Missouri State Penitentiary 
will run out of funds early next year because of 
a legislative error is not necessarily all bad 
news. It means that a special session of the Leg- 
islature will in all probability be required to en- 
able the Penitentiary to operate. If there is a 
special session to correct a legislative miss on 
needed funds for the Penitentiary, that same 
special session can pass a bill to enable St. Louis 
to continue the present earnings tax. One way or 
another, Gov.

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Mr. Ford’s No-Tariff Subsidy 


Henry Ford II, who has become a leading 
spokesman for lower tariffs and trade barriers, 
is willing to face one aspect of the problem 
which others sometimes dodge. In a recent ad- 
dress calling for steady movement toward free 
trade, he came out for a temporary subsidy to 
industries and companies which suffer disloca- 
tions as a result of increased foreign competition. 

There is ample evidence that the broad eco- 
nomic interests of the nation as a whole would 
be promoted by lower tariffs, but the strong 
political objections come from special groups 
which fear that they will be hurt. Some of these 
fears are imaginary, some well founded. Mr. 
Ford would deal with them by providing for 
federal aid to help specific producers adapt to 
the new market conditions created by expanded 
imports—either by increasing their efficiency or 
by shifting into other lines of production. 

As Mr. Ford says, the tariff itself is a subsidy 
which takes the form of a market protected from 
foreign competition, “If we are going to have 
any kind of subsidy,” he says, “let’s have the 
least costly and most direct kind.” 

Some of Mr. Ford's business acquaintances 
will not take kindly to his suggestion. But those 
who consider that free enterprise would be cor- 
rupted by such a subsidy as he suggests have a 


duty to explain why free enterprise is not cor- 
rupted by the tariff subsidy it already enjoys. 

In theory, it may not be the business of Gov- 
ernment to ease the transition for a few indus- 
tries from a protected to a competitive market. 
But in practice something like this may have to 
be done. It is to be hoped that the President's 
commission on foreign trade policy will give 
serious consideration to Mr. Ford's proposal as 
a means of drawing the teeth of opposition to 
lower tariffs. ; 
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To Tel Aviv Via New York 


Israel's offer to halt operations on the contro- 
versial upper Jordan power project should help 
cool off the latest ArabJewish dispute. It is 
also a piece of political good fortune for the 
Eisenhower Administration. It enables the Ad- 
ministration to resume economic aid to Israel, 
which Secretary Dulles has now done with the 
least possible delay. 

Amid the congratulations properly being show- . 
ered upon Israel for making this gesture, it 
should be noted that no change in Israel’s basic 
position is involved. _ 

Israel began construction of the upper Jordan 
project in September—well before the border 
raid on a Jordan village which heightened re 
cent tension in the Holy Land. Syria objected to 
the project. The U.N. truce commission called on 
Israel to suspend operations “until agreement 
is reached.” Israel, believing that Syria is com- 
mitted to economic warfare against the Zionist 
state and would therefore never agree, refused, 
but did offer to call off the work while the U.N. 
truce commission investigated Syria’s charges. 

That is substantially Israel’s present position. 
The Security Council having taken over the in- 
vestigation from the truce commission, Israel is 
holding its project in abeyance while the inves- 
tigation proceeds— but not necessarily until 
agreement is reached. : 

This was enough for Mr. Dulles, though he 
had previously given the impression that the 
dispute would have to be settled before aid 
would be resumed. If it be asked why he was 
apparently so anxious to resume aid, after an- 
nouncing its suspension only eight days ago, the 
answer may lie in New York City’s mayoral 
election next week. 

It was only on Monday that Harold H. Riegel- 
man, Republican candidate for Mayor in New 
York, visited Mr. Dulles and emerged with the 
announcement that Israel’s economic aid would 
soon be resumed. It was on the same day that 
Republican Senator Ives and Republican Con- 
gressman Javits of New York led a delegation 
of Jewish leaders to an interview with Mr. 
Dulles in which they strongly protested economit 
sanctions against Israel. 

New York city politics, in short, appears to 
have been a factor in the formulation of Ameri- 
can policy toward Israel. If so, this is not the 
first time. 
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Disaster Undesignated 

It is most unfortunate that the Department of 
Agriculture does not see its way clear to de- 
claring the remaining 29 Missouri counties dis- 
aster areas. Because of this, the Missouri State 
Government will have to pay twice as much 
freight on hay shipped into these counties as on 
hay shipped into the 85 other counties. The 
railroads’ 50 per cent reduction in rates for 
drouth relief applies only to officially designated 
disaster areas. 

Under Secretary Morse says his present in- 
formation does not justify blanketing in the re- 
maining counties. He says including these coun- 
ties might make the railroads cancel the rate 
concessions “over a much broader area.” 

Since Mr. Morse promises to review the situ- 
ation again within a few weeks, it is in order to 
supply him with more information than he now 
possesses, in the hope of convincing him that a 
drouth emergency exists in these 29 counties. 
If the Under Secretary can be shown beyond 
doubt that the remaining areas of Missouri are 
in reality disaster areas, he would surely expect 
to act accordingly. 

The United States Department of Agriculture 
is hardly likely to experience as heavy difficul- 
ties in keeping the railroads in line as Missouri 
farmers are experiencing in coming back from 
the crushing blow of the drouth.

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Reach for Great Buildings 


“Make no little plans” was the slogan of 
Daniel Burnham, the Chicago city planner whose 
vision contributed so much to that city’s great 
lake front development. St. Louisans who are 
thinking about urban redevelop whether 
for industrial purposes on the South Side or 
for residential use in the plaza area—could do 
no better than to adopt the slogan and live by it. 

The task of rebuilding slums is much more 
than a matter of brick and mortar, steel and 
concrete, tax exemption and mortgage financ- 
ing. If a new city is to rise where decay has 
eaten the old one away, the first projects must 
be the kind that will fire the imagination. 

It is not enough just to replace old buildings 
with new ones. The new structures must be 
capable of lifting the civic spirit, of conveying 
an inspiration, of creating the will to go for- 
ward into new adventures. 

Transforming the organism of a modern city 
is in its nature a radical operation. It should 
be carried out in a radical way, using tnat word 
in its best sense of piercing to the roots of a 
problem and solving it in an original, funda- 
mental manner. 

The redevelopment agencies should be content 
with nothing less than the best architecture, the 
best engineering, the best planning which this 
generation can supply. They should seek fresh- 
ness and originality. They should shake off 
the preconceptions of the past and create great 
buildings adapted to the urban needs of this 
and future times. They should make no little

You don’t trifle with your country’s 
security for purposes of self-glorifica- 
tion. You don’t ignore the Constitution, 
specifically the First Amendment, in 
order to intimidate your opponents. You 
don’t attempt to destroy reputations 
with groundless insinuations to score 
a political point, whether the victim is 
a candidate for high office of the op- 
posing party or a nominee to high of- 
fice of your own party. You don’t prove 
yourself willing and eager to undermine 
the foundations of your Government’s 
foreign policy by the most unrestrained 
and violent attack on our strongest and 


‘oldest allies. You don’t attempt to 
wreck your country’s propaganda pro- 
gram by holding a public carnival, es- 
pecially when you know that needed 
reforms are being carefully and meticu- 
lously studied without fanfare by some 
of your most able colleagues, You don’t 
aid the Communists to erode your coun- 
try’s well-deserved reputation as the 
stronghold of liberal democracy by do- 
ing everything in your power to make 
it appear to be a citadel of anti-liberal- 
ism, anti-intellectualism and reaction. 


You don’t publicize classified military 
documents in order to make a headline. 
You don’t ignore your responsibilities 
as a public official by promoting mis- 
trust, suspicion and disunity among your 
fellow-citizens.

To- 
day’s dentifrice quackery is a case in 
point. Pirating scientific fragments, vie- 
lating the ethics of sound advertising, 
ignoring the counsel of dental authori- 
ties, these manufacturers “penetrate the 
decay barrier” with their blatant audio- 
visual blasts. 


Scarcely has the ink dried or the 
echoes of radio and TV claims reached 
the supersonic barrier before another 
miracle is achieved. Hardly has the pub- 
lic learned to use ammoniated denti- 
frices properly, or has the chlorophyll 
had a chance to deodorize the oral cavi- 


ty or the stench of the adwriters, nor. 


has penicillin had time to penetrate the 
dental plaque before another potent 
panacea is born—the anti-enzyme den- 
tifrice. 

By the time these lines are read, the 
campaign will be on full tilt. The Aug. 
15 American Dental Association News- 
letter states “advertising alone is ex- 
pected to run into millions of dollars. 
Included will be direct mail to dentists 


and newspaper, magazine, radio and 
television advertisements. Several na- 
tional magazines have scheduled articles 
featuring anti-enzymes as decay inhibi- 
tors—.” 

The A.D.A. Councils of Dental Re- 
search and Dental Therapeutics, after a 
study of the research and claims made 
by the manufacturers, have issued a 
joint statement urging adoption of a 
conservative attitude toward claims for 
anti-enzyme dentifrices. 


“The ultimate value of any agent for 
the prevention of tooth decay must be 
determined by direct observations of 
the actual reduction of tooth decay in 
humans under carefully controlled and 
scientifically acceptable conditions ... 
This still remains to be demonstrated.” 

While arousing false hopes of suffer- 
ing mankind is vicious enough, even 
more reprehensible is the fact that the 
public will be led to ignore scientifical- 
ly and time tested means of controlling 
caries. Indeed, the panderers to the 
sweet tooth and the opponents to fluori- 
dation will smugly chuckle and applaud 
the diversionary tactics of the “anti-en- 
zymer.”

Between Book Ends 


Frustrations of the French 


THE PASSIONATE HEARTY, by Beatrix Beck, trans 
lated from the French by nstantine Fitz Gib- 
bon. (Julien Messner, Inc., 210 pgs., 53.50.) 
“The Passionate Heart,” by Beatrix 

Beck, has won for her the leading liter- 

ary award of France, the Prix Gon- 

court. The translation is excellent. The 
excitement of Miss Beck’s peculiarly 

French irony and startling esprit are 

well conveyed. 

Here is a novel which has more than 
fictional interest for Americans. Its pre- 
cise depiction of war and the occupa- 
tion adds historical depth. There 
emerge the heroism of the maquis, the 
treachery of Petainists, the special 
French anti-Semitism appearing under 
the stimulus of the German occupying 
troops; the small human braveries of or- 
dinary citizens, of priests; the frailties 
and strengths of Jewish victims. 


To understand France is to under- 
stand her people. Unlike the majority 
of Americans, Frenchmen intimately 
lived with war, with the dead and the 
widowed. Barny 
Aronovitch, the 
young widow of the 
novel, manages to 
survive her loneli- 
ness, her precari- 
ous position as the 
Christian wife of a 
Jewish husband, to 
protect her young 
daughter, to work 
and — the greatest 
miracle of all — to 
eat during the try- 
ing times depicted 
here. Her ingenuity 
is the ingenuity of 
the clever victim 
under attack. Her sufferings are those 
of an educated and unusually sensitive 
young woman in a cramped and suffo- 
cating environment. Not the least of 
her troubles is the lack of male com- 
panionship. Barny is no typical French- 
woman, of course, but she is a complex 
of forces prevalent in France today, so 
that a reading of the novel is a pleas- 
urable way for an American to arrive 
at some understanding of the French- 
man’s special problems. 

The theme of the novel symbolizes 
continental suffering: death, loneliness, 
deprivation of all sorts including the 
major one of hunger, primitive forces 
seeking. explanation, some resolution 
into meaning and joy. The joy of a re- 
turn to faith under such oppressing 
conditions underlies the theme. 


' Barny, an atheist, as an expression of 
rebellion against her chaotic life, in an 
act a consequence almost of her re- 
pressed sexual energies, savagely re- 
turns to church—to mock, Her maso- 
chism, her self-torture, however, are 
tainted with a spiritual hunger. And she 
finds at the church Father Morin. He 
becomes not only her source of peace, 
as he reconverts her to the Church 
through his own practical and yet saint- 
like faith, but also the source of even 
more extreme anguish: they fall in love. 

His rejection is the result of his 
firmness in his faith and ordination, 
but it is characterized by no anguish. 
Instead he is almost gleeful when Barny 
in great physical torment cries out for 
fulfillment. 

In this episode Father Morin fs no 
saint, but, at the least, insensitive; at 
the most a neurotic man. Miss Beck's 
own faith is adequately transmitted, but 
such a capricious and undeveloped 
handling of the priest reveals either & 
frivolous (or neurotic) perception or an 
insufficient grasp of the difficult craft 
of novelist.

The Administration's attitude 
on this enterprise, and on land

fornia, Hungry Horse in Mon- 
tana, among others. 
We are, however, still prose- 
lyting this American dream else- 
where in the world where it has 
become so great an inspiration 
for others. 
What is good for them is no 
longer good for us. Now, we 
have a different standard which, 
paraphrasing another saying by 
a big industrialist member of 
the Eisenhower Cabinet, might 
be expressed thus: 

“What is good for the private 
utilities is good for us.” 


Mission of Peace. 


But we can wish Eric John- 
ston luck on his mission for 
President Eisenhowcr. For it 
has a purpose beyond the mere 
physical fact of developing a 
river valley and opening up op- 
portunities for many people. It 
is envisaged also as a means of 
promoting peace in a now-strife- 
torn area by extending to all 
four countries the blessings in- 
herent in the Jordan, which was 
a cause of border violence when 
Israel sought to diverts water 
only for herself. 

No longer in good conscience 
can we boast over the Voice of 
America, as we once did, about 
our TVA and how we were 
multiplying it. Our attitude 
now seems to be: 

“Do as I say—not as I do.”

MUSEUM CROWDS 
UP oe IN YEAR 


Small Auditorium Still an 
Urgent Need, Rathbone 
Writes. 


A total of 281,418 visitors 
passed through the City Art 
Museum turnstiles in the year 
that ended last April 30, Direc- 
tor Perry T. Rathbone writes in 
the museum's forty-fourth an- 
nual report, published today. The 
figure represents an increase 
of 5346 over last year. 

In spite of rising use of the 
museum and prospect of even 
greater demands on its facilities 
in connection with coming shows, 
the long-needed museum audi- 
torium is still lacking, Rathbone 
notes. He writes: 

“It is a frank disappointment 
to record that as yet the urgent- 
ly needed facility of a small 
auditorium cannot be foreseen. 
The provision of this facility 
would expand the usefulness of 
the museum to the St. is 
community more than any other 
single improvement. It is de- 
voutly hoped that a  public- 
spirited citizen will make this 
project a reality in the not-too- 
distant future.” 

Sixty-three persons presented 
the museum with art objects dur- 
ing the year. Of first-rank im- 
portance, the report notes, are 
benefactions of three donors: 
Sydney .M. Shoenberg, who 
gave the museum five old mas- 
ter paintings; J. Lionberger 
Davis, who added 21 Persian 
and Indian miniatures to his pre- 
vious benefactions, and Mrs. E. 
H. Cook of Surrey, England, the 
former Beatrice Lindell of St. 
Louis, whose collection of 75 
Mediterranean and Near Eastern 
embroideries entered the mu- 
seum’s possessions. 

The latter group of works 
formed one of what the director 
lists as the five most important 
exhibitions of the year. Others 
included “Italy at Work,” a 
comprehensive showing, during 
May, of the decorative arts of 
postwar Italy; ‘Contemporary 
Japanese Painting,” held in Sep- 
tember and October; “French 
Drawings,” which opened in 
January and was the most out- 
standing show of the year re- 
orted on, and the annual Mis- 
souri exhibition, held in Novem- 


Other exhibits included those 
of 10 St. Louis groups, “varying 
greatly in quality,” d eight 
print displays arrange by. Miss 
Mary Powell, the museums su- 
pervisor of education. Five of 
the graphic-arts shows came 
from outside the museum, three 
from the museum’s own exten- 
sive print files. 

Attendance at educational de- 
partment programs held in the 
museum totaled 53,874 persons, 
an increase of 1138.

Then with economic help from 
America the Greeks proceeded 
to rebuild their shattered econ- 
omy. Under the stern and effi- 
cient government of Field Mar- 
shal Alexander Papagos, which 
followed a series of weak efforts 
at coalition among Greece’s in- 
numerable political parties, 
economic recovery has gone a 
long way. 


Still Suspicious of Tito. 


With arable land only 21 per 
cent of the total in a country 
where deforestation, overgraz- 
ing and erosion have done their 
worst through the centuries,

“If anyone had predicted four 
years ago that this would be 
happening he would have been 
clapped into an asylum.” 


The Greeks had the realism 
to bury the past in the face of 
the need to meet a present and 
continuing danger. Two skillful 
American ambassadors, Henry 
F. Grady and John E. Peurifoy, 
contributed to the political and 
economic recovery of Greece. 
When Peurifoy left Athens in 
August, several thousand Greeks 
came down to the airport to say 
farewell in a remarkable demon- 
stration. 


Puts Politics Aside. 


Recognition of Greece’s stabil- 
ity comes from two directions. 
In the past year Communist 
countries have made at least 15 
moves to try to better relations 
with Athens. Moscow and 
Athens have exchanged ambassa- 
dors and Bulgaria has sent a 
trade mission. Both France and 
Britain are pressing loans on the 
Greek Government,

The pumpkin 
season won't be as long as usual 
this year, due to the ravages of 
the drouth; in fact, they may 
be at their peak right now. 

Packaged items such as dates, 
figs and raisins might find their 
way into “goody bags.”

JAKARTA, Indonesia, Oct. 29 
(AP)—Krakatau, the island vol- 
cano which set off tidal waves 
killing 36,000 persons when it 
blew its top 70 years ago, is 
spewing ash and fire in a new 
series of eruptions. (The name 
is sometimes given as Krakatoa.) 

The Indonesian government’s 
volcanological service in Ban- 
dung has reported over 100 ex- 
plosions from the craters of 
Krakatau in the last four days. 

Shipping has been rerouted to 
avoid the fire-and- brimstone 
belching island, which lies in the 
narrow Sunda straits between 
Java and Sumatra.

Call of Wild Geese 
Is Sound of Autumn 


By Leonard Hall 


NE day last week when Matt and I were 

cutting hickory sprouts down in the bot- 

tom, fields, we heard that most thrilling of 

autumn sounds. And Jooking upward we saw a

) OEE eaccur which do not 

now show on the weather maps, the hunters 

may be in for a long succession of “bluebird 

days” when crow, marsh hawk, red-winged black- 

bird and an occasional coot are the only game 

to be seen, Most reports show that except for 

mallards and pintails, the number of ducks and 

geese which will come down the Missouri and 

ppi flyways between now and the winter 

freeze-up is highly satisfactory. Yet if the 

weather stays as unseasonably warm as these 

days of late October, our waterfowl may come 

pouring down at the last moment in a great 

mass, sticking close to -the main streams and 
passing through the state in a matter of days. 
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THE WILDFOWL SEASON is always a gam- 
ble. Even prevailing conditions, however, will 
not keep the deep-dyed hunter from oiling up 
old Betsy, donning hip boots, slinging his trusty 
duck call round his neck, whistling in the faith- 
ful Chesapeake or Labrador and heading for 
his duck blind in the darkness which comes 
before sunrise. There is something about the 
sport which pulls us back year after year on 
epening day. The long drive through the night, 
generally ending up down some bumpy road 
along a river dike. The trudge through the 
marsh, weighed down with gun, decoys and 
ammunition; or the boat with cranky engine 
which refuses to start, but in the end carries 

ou slowly upstream against the current to your 

lind of willows on the sandbar. The painted 
wooden decoys anchored‘ out carefully into the 
most skillful spread you can contrive. The 
sleepy talk of marsh ducks, awakening to feed 
at the first hint of dawn, and the whisper of 
wings as unseen wildfowl pass overhead. The 
silken rustle of countless blackbirds flocking 
out for the day; an endless, wavering line 
against the crimson dawn. A flurry of distant 
firing just at sunrise. And finally, “Mark right,” 
as the first mallards of a new duck season 
swing in to your decoys.

TWO YEARS of drouth point up a problem 
of which both sportsmen and wildlife managers 
are becoming increasingly aware. Most effort 
at building wildfowl populations during recent 
years has concentrated on two phases of the 

roblem. First has been to keep the harvest in 

unds by regulation of seasons and bag limits 
and by better enforcement. Second has been to 
improve the breeding habitat, thus making up 
in some degree for the vast breeding areas 
which have been destroyed by man’s ever more 
intensive use of the land. Now we are beginning 
to find other factors of almost equal importance 
in building up and controlling waterfowl num- 
bers. These are the size and suitability of the 
wintering grounds and of the areas which are 
available for feeding and resting as the birds 
move up and down the flyways. In years of 
adequate rainfall, this tends to adjust itself, 
since the birds spread out over a wide band 
and find food and plenty of water in countless 
farm ponds, small streams, marshy areas, lakes 
and reservoirs. But in years of severe drouth 
when ponds and streams are dry, the waterfowl 
must gtay close to the big waterways and then 
feed becomes a real problem. 
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SOMEWHAT SIMILAR DIFFICULTIES beset 
our great native Missouri game bird—the Bob- 
white quail. Every outdoorsman who recalls the 
drouth years of 1934-1936 knows well that it 
took several seasons to re-establish normal quail 
populations. I remember vividly a hunt made 
in the autumn of 1933 with three companions 
and four good dogs, We paired off for the day, 
working a fairly wide piece of territory bi- 
sected by a country road. When we met at 
sundown, the total count of birds found was 23 
coveys. In-the fall of 1936, we worked out this 
entire area and found three small coveys. 
Granted the winters had been hard, with es- 
pecially severe ice storms, and that predation 
always increases when cover is thin, it was 
the shrinking carrying capacity of the range 
which ultimately determined the number of 
quail in this bit of countryside. 
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DROUTH CONDITIONS have become so wide- 
spread through Missouri this year that the 
Conservation Commission has wisely decreed 
a shorter season and smaller bag limit. Nor will 
any good sportsman complain of this, since all 
of us know that the alternative might easily be 
several years of clased seasons. And while there 
is little sport in hunting quail over birdless ter- 
ritory, most hunters are agreed that the joy 
of bird hunting does not lie in the kill. It is 
rather in being abroad in the brown fields on 
a crisp November day with a keen-nosed pointer 
or setter for companion; a wide-going dog with 
high head and merry tail and the heart of a 
thoroughbred.

Finishing Touch for Game Season 
Tips on What to Do When Hunter Brings Home the Deer—Pheasant Recipes 


By Hoyt Alden 


HE game season is coming 
around again and in view 
of the fact that game is 
about the highest priced food 
you can put on the table, com- 
paring favorably in price, ounce 
for ounce, with star sapphires, 
it should be treated with some 


respect. 

This is particularly true of ven- 
ison. By the time a hunter bags 
a deer, he has not only spent a 
lot of time and money, he has 
risked his neck in the bargain. 
The way deer hunters blast away 
at anything and anybody in the 
woods these days, a man is lucky 
who gets home on his own feet, 
let alone dragging a deer be- 
hind him. 

A few years ago a venison re- 
cipe in a column like this would 
have cast serious reflecflons on 
the writer’s sanity. “And who,” 
the readers would ask 
selves, “gets venison?” But now, 
thanks to the efforts of national 
and state conservation depart- 
ments, there are more deer, be- 
lieve it or not, than there were 
when the Indians roamed the 
country. This, combined with 
the general use of the, deep 


freeze, makes venison a rather. 


common item nowadays, instead 
of a gastronimic rarity. 

One of the first things to bear 
in mind in cooking venison in 
any fashion is to remove all the 
fat. Venison fat just isn't good. 
This means it has to be replaced 
in cooking by larding or adding 
butter. 

The best cut of venison you 
can tie into is a saddle, but a 
haunch is not to be sneered at. 
If you get a saddle, put it in a 
big crock and cover it with a 
marinade of two-thirds red cook- 
ing wine and a third water. Add 
mustard seeds, a couple of bay 
leaves, a pinch of thyme, a cou- 
ple of peppercorns, a crushed 
clove of garlic and a teaspoon of 
salt. Let it repose there for not 
less than 24 hours, preferably 
six or seven hours longer. Turn 
it now and then. 

When it comes time to cook it, 
take it out and lard it gener- 
ously with salt pork. Sear it in a 
real hot oven for abaut 15 min- 
utes then turn the heat down to 
about 325 degrees. It will take 
about 25 minutes to the pound 
but more time may be needed 
if he was an old timer. Baste 
it frequently. 

When the meat is done and

tender, put it on a hot platter 
and add a cup of red wine to 
the pot juice and cook it down 
to about two thirds as much as 
it was. Now add a glass of cur- 
rant jelly, and when it 
melted and blended, stir in a 
cup of sour crecm. Strain the 
gravy and serve it separately.

F YOU don't have a saddle, 
[ine chances are you will have 

vension steaks or cutlets. They 
too can be very delightful if 
handled properly.

If you have reason to believe 
that the steaks are from an old 
deer and likely to be tough, 
they can be marinated just as 
the haunch was, overnight. This 
will tenderize them some and 
give them a dandy flavor.

know how to cook a chicken, 
then there is nothing to cooking 
a quail. Just do it the same 


way. 

Take pheasant, for instance. 
Cook it like you do chicken, 
and the meat will be dry and 
tasteless, Cook it like you do 
pheasant, however, and you've 
got something. Here's how to 
get something: 
~ First off, the meat should be 
hung for several days in a cool 
place after being cleaned. Some 
—— gourmets insist they like 
all birds hung until they get 
@ gamey, to put it mildly, flavor 
and aroma, but most sensible 
people will recognize this as a 
silly affectation and eat their 
game while it’s still edible. 

To get the right flavor of a 
pheasant, the dressing must be 
made properly. A good com- 
aygerne is this: slice ond _ 

equal proportions onion an 
crisp cab . Add salt and 
pepper and mix them together 
thoroughly. Blend in three 
lightly beaten eggs and enough 
evaporated to make an al- 
most liquid dressing. Stuff the 
pheasant compactly and sew it 


up. 

Rub the outside of the bird 
with flour and butter and put 
strips of bacon on breast. 
Roast it in a covered ‘baking 
dish in a 325-degree oven for 
45 minutes to an: hour. When 
it’s nearly done, put the bal- 
ance of the sing alongside 
the bird and e it frequently 
with the juices. For the final 
15 minutes of cooking take off 
the cover and the bacon. 

The wet dressing keeps the 
bird moist and tender. When 
ready to serve it should be 
crisp and crackly on the out- 
side, tender and moist beneath 
the surface,

OU can do handsomely by a 
Y pheasant with a casserole. 

Cut the bird in serving por- 
tions and coat with flour, pow- 
dered sage, salt, pepper and a 
pinch of curry. Brown in bacon 
fat and butter and then put it 
quickly in a hot casserole. Cover 
it with links of smoked sausage. 
Melt a half cup of butter and 
thicken it with six tablespoons 
of flour and four cups of milk. 
Bring it to a slow boil, stir- 
ring hard. Pour it over the 
bird and sausage and bake it 
in a 250-degree oven for two 
hours, The result is rich and 
delicious.

Home 'Mood Music’

TAGE plays and movies frequently have an accompany- 
§ i: musical theme known in the business as “mood 

music.” It is designed to help an audience put itself 
into the mood of the scene. This is also an effective way 
for one to treat a mood in one’s own home, to stimulate a 
sluggish or bored mood into a happier one, or to soothe 
jangled nerves. Brass band, lullaby or something in be- 
tween—which do you need to bring you out of your un- 
Satisfactory mental state? Almost anything in music is 
readily available to anyone these days, but too few people 


seem to know how valuable it can be. Mrs. L. is one of 
these. 
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“PM A HARASSED and nervous housewife,” she in- 
forms me. “When I sit down to rest for a few minutes, I 
try to take my mind off my troubles by turning on the 
radio; but I can't stand the soap operas, and the music I 
get generally makes me more nervous than before. Can't 
the radio stations be made to provide better music?” 

That's a big job, Mrs. L., and I shan’t tackle it today, 
but I think you could improve your efficiency as a home- 
maker by spending a few dollars for an inexpensive, sec- 
ond-hand phonograph and some records that suit you, and 
then leave the radio alone except when it offers something 
that you really want. 
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MANY HOME-MAKERS are nervous, others depressed. 
Much modern music is definitely harmful to both groups. 
It is irritating and upsetting. 

Every individual should study his own reactions and 
then make use of music that meets his own needs. It’s one 
of the easiest, quickest, and cheapest ways to improve your 
mental health. 

Most people find that classical music tends to build in 
them a sense of security and balance, greatly needed nowa- 
days. On the other hand, if you need emotional release, try 
some of the romantic music. Folk music often gives you a 
feeling of kinship with others that is also a necessity in 
modern life which is too often impersonal. To control the 
kind of music you hear, you'll have to depend on a phono- 
graph unless you have unusual resources of some sort. 

Whether you want a stimulant or a sedative, music can 
supply it. Long-playing records make it possible for the 
housekeeper to work for several hours without frequent 
interruptions for changing records.

Pastor: Who Built Riverside Church by Talking 
Back to a Rockefeller Still Busy Despite His 
‘Retirement’; to Give Sermon Here Sunday

NEW YORK, Oct. 29. 
66 4 AM fed up with negative 
| Protestantism that merely 
doesn’t believe something, 
for instance, the Roman Catho- 
lics believe,” said the Rev. Dr. 
Harry Emerson Fosdick. By 
scorning rule and formula to 
serve God and man in the 50 
years of his ministry he has 
probably made more front-page 
*news and had to dodge more ver- 
bal brickbats than any man ever 
called to the cloth in modern 
times. 

Summing up the substance of 
the sermon he will preach Sun- 
day at 8 p.m. at Kiel Auditorium 
in St. Louis at the servfce com- 
memorating the 436th anniver- 
sary of the Protestant Reforma- 
tion, Dr. Fosdick said that the 
title would be “What Do Prot- 
estants Really Stand For?” and 
added: “I want a Protestantism 
that understands what it really 
believes.” 

As tireless as ever in his fight 
for man’s salvation, the minister, 
who for 20 years occupied the 
pulpit of New York’s great gray 
Riverside. Church, then went. on 
to talk of other things—of seg- 
regation in churches, of the suc- 
cess of his famous “soul clinic” 
and of the Manhattanville Neigh- 
borhood Center, the project that 
has been closest to this heart 
since his “retirement” seven 
years ago. 

“Segregation in our churches 
is a national disgrace,” the min- 
ister emeritus of Riverside 
Church said as he gazed out of 

‘the window of his church study 
which overlooks the majestic 
Hudson river. “But that is not 
true here in Riverside Church. 
Our members come from all 
over the world, from all races. 

“But we must remember that 
segregation difficulties are not 
simply on the side of the white 
people. Negroes alsé want their 
own churches. But if we ex- 
clude Negroes from our churches 
and practice segregation in the 
sense that Negroes can’t be men 
then we might as well be athe-

IVERSIDE CHURCH, the 22- 
R story neo-Gothic non-sec- 

tarian place of worship and 
community center, which is one 
of the “show places” of New 
York and which each week 
draws some 10,000 sightseers 
and visitors, was built literally 
because Dr. Fosdick talked back 
to one of the richest men in the 
world. ; 

It was back in the '20s that 
Dr. Fosdick, already well-known 
for his battles with the Funda- 
mentalists, was having lunch one 
day with the late John D. Rocke- 
feller Jr. Dr. Fosdick, accused 
of heresy, had just resigned 
from the pulpit of New York’s 
First Presbyterian Church rath- 
er than accept “a denomination- 
al closed shop” and was dodging

the brickbats of those who called 
him ‘“‘a Presbyterian bootlegger, 
a Baptist outlaw, a theological 
Jesse James.” 


His sermon, “Shall the Funda- 
mentalists Win?” had touched 
off a controversy that put theol-- 
ogy on the front pages*‘of news- 
papers all over the country. 

It was at the height of this 
religious controversy that the 
fighting pastor was asked by 
Rockefeller to become pastor of 
the swanky Park Avenue Baptist 
Church. Dr. Fosdick refused 
and told Rockefeller he’d have 
nothing to do with a church for 
any “privileged group.” 

“Suppose we were to build a 
much larger church elsewhere 
to serve the whole community?” 
Rockefeller countered. Again 
Dr. Fosdick’s answer was no. 

“I admire you personally but 
I wouldn't care to be known as 
the pastor of the richest man in 


the country,” Dr. Fosdick told 
the multi-millionaire. 
Rockefeller, nettled at the 


clergyman’s impudence, ex- 
claimed: “Look here, Dr. Fos- 
dick! Do you think people will 
critciize you on account of my 
money more thangthey will 
criticize me on account of your 
theology?” 

Both men laughed and Dr. 
Fosdick agreed to let Rockefel- 
ler build a church for him on 
certain conditions. The congre- 
gation would be open to all re- 
gardless of race, color, denomi- 
national beliefs or lack of them. 
It would be a “community cen- 


ter” church in an interracial 
neighborhood with assembly 
halls, basketball and handball 


courts, bowling alleys, a library, 
studios and classrooms and 
shower and locker rooms. 

Here from 1931 until his re- 
tirement seven years ago, Dr. 
Fosdick carried out his experi- 
ment in Protestant harmony and 
operated his famous “soul 
clinic.” It was to this “clinic” 
that folks with troubles brought 
their consciences. It soon be- 
came known that a heartache 
was the only key you needed 
to Dr. Fosdick’s office. 

“I put personal counselling at 
the center of my ministry,” Dr. 
Fosdick says with satisfaction 
as he looks back over his busy 
years. “Most people think of my 
preaching as the center of my 
ministry but it wasn’t. I wouldn't 
take anything for some of the 
miracles I’ve seen happen and 
I’d go to prison before I'd tell a 
court anything that was told me 
by a person who came to me for 
help.” 

One of Dr. Fosdick’s favorite 
stories concerns a young and

very rich man, defeated by alco- 


hol, who came to the “soul 
clinic” for help. Without much 
hope for himself, the man 


poured out his story. There 
were many visits after that and 
finally the man, with Dr. Fos- 
dick’s help, won his battle 
against alcohol. 


“If you ever find anybody who 
doesn’t believe in God, send him 
to me—I know!” the young man 
told Dr. Fosdick on his final 
visit. 


“A minister is supposed to 
live in an ivory tower, but don't 
you believe it,” Dr. Fosdick 
smiled. “I’ve heard everything 
from murder up and down. 
There is no sin that would shock 
me.” 


A fighting rebel all his life, 
Dr. Fosdick grew up in Buffalo. 
His father was a high school 
principal, a devout man but one 
who had no use for denomina- 
tionalism. Young Harry became 
a Baptist by immersion, went to 
a Presbyterian Sunday School and 
attended a Methodist young peo- 
ple’s society. By the time he 
had graduated from Colgate Uni- 
versity he knew that he wanted 
a spiritual career. He studied at 
Colgate Divinity School for one 
year, and won a scholarship to 
Union Theological Seminary in 
New York. To pay for food and 
lodging while at Union he helped 
run a mission on the Bowery. In 
those days a 25-cent Sunday 
meal in a Skid Row hashhouse 
was his biggest meal of the week. 

In 1904 he graduated summa 
cum laude from Union, married 
Florence Whitney, and took the 
pastorate of the First Baptist 
Church of: Montclair, NJ. It 
wasn’t long before his sermons 
were raising eyebrows and his 
parishioners had come to realize 
that here was no run-of-the-mill 
minister. 

“For me,” Dr. Fosdick has said 
of that time, “truth was becom- 
ing an open field to be explored. 
What one believed had to be dis- 
covered! I no longer merely 
doubted the old stuff I had been 
taught; I rose in indignant revolt 
against it.” 


oS - #s 
EFORE long Dr. Fosdick’s 
fame began to spread. 


Churches and universities in- 
vited him to speak. A boundlessly 
energetic man, he was also at 
this time writing books, lectur- 
ing at Union Seminary and 
taking a master’s degree at Co- 
lumbia University. 

After 11 years at Montclair, 
Dr. Fosdick grew restless. He 
became a full professor at Union 
Theological Seminary. When 
World War I came, he went 
abroad with the A.E.F., and in 
1919 went to the influential pul- 
pit of New York’s First Presby- 
terian Church. It was not long 
before this church on lower 
Fifth avenue was to find itself in 
the glare of national publicity. 

While crowds jammed the 
pews and stood in the aisles, Dr. 
Fosdick preached: “The idea 
that any creed can be final is as 
incredible to me as that the 
interpretation of the physical 
cosmos could stop with Newton 
or Einstein. ... But, while ideas 
of God may change—and ought 
to—that does not mean that any- 
thing has happened to God.” 

Conservative Protestants such 
as William Jennings Bryan de- 
nounced him as a “modernist,” 
and charged that the issue at 
stake was the faithful versus the 
infidel. At the next annual 
Presbyterian General Assembly 
Dr. Fosdick’s sermon “Shall the 
Fundamentalists Win?” was the 
main subject of discussion. Many 
of the Protestant clergy were 
for Dr. Fosdick. Others weren't. 
Dr. Fosdick offered to resign. 
He had no apologies to make for 
his sermon and wrote the As- 
sembly: “Far from having search- 
ing of conscience because I 
preached that sermon, I should 


__ 


have had desperate and intoler- 
able searching of conscience if I 
had not preached it.” 

In October 1924, Dr. Fosdick 
left the pulpit of the First Pres- 
byterian Church. Two months 
later Rockefeller approached 
him with the offer to build 
what was to become Riverside 
Church. 

From the day it was opened, 
Riverside Church was filled to 
the last pew. Dr. Fosdick 
preached strong sermons. He 
gave every ounce of his strength 
and the last minute of his days 
to his “soul clinic.” Visitors 
thronged through the — great 
Gothic spaces and admired the 
great stone tower. 

Known to millions through 
his “National Vespers” radio 
program which was on the air 
for 20 years until 1946, Dr. Fos- 
dick has also reached more mil- 
lions through his books, many 
of which have been best sellers. 
His “Meaning of Prayer” which 
first appeared in 1915 has just 
had its thirthy-eighth printing 
All told he has written 26 books, 
including such popular sellers as 
“On Being Fit to Live With,” 
“A Faith for Tough Times,” and 
“Successful Christian Living.” 
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LTHOUGH “retired,” Dr. 
A Fosdick is in constant de- 

mand for lectures and ser- 
mons at universities, churches 
and temples. He is also writing 
his autobiography which he says 
he will never publish; he is writ- 
ing it solely for his grandchil- 
dren. And. several days each 
week he comes into New York 
from his home in Bronxville to 
work on the project so near to 
his heart—the Manhattanville 
Neighborhood Center near Har- 
lem, which embraces a slum- 
clearance housing project and 
recreational education. 

“The Manhattanville Neigh- 
borhood Center,” says Dr. Fos- 
dick with satisfaction, “is the 
application of practical religion.” 

Dr. Fosdick, at 75, sees the 
world as in an ethical slump 
and says: 

“I hope it doesn’t take the 
atom bomb to lift us out of it. 
Scientific inventiveness has 
poured the whole human race 
into one receptacle. Today the 
whole world is interrelated, in- 
terdependent. We are living to- 
gether in a new situation cre- 
ated by scientific invention. 

“But we got the whole world 
together before we were pre- 
pared for it. We have contact 
without fellowship and we've 
got to grow up ethically to a 
place where we can handle it. 
We have propinquity without 
community. We need ethical

greatness of character that can 
change propinquity into com- 
munity. Science has given us 
enormous power but we might 
remember what was said by Al- 
fred the Great: ‘Power is never 
good except he be good that 
has it.’ That ought to be shouted 
from the housetops today. 

“In all our progress we for- 
got one thing — that it takes 
character, downright character 
and faith, strong faith, to solve 
our problems. We can have peace 
and community in the world 
but first we must have enough 
transformed individuals to go 
out and do something creative. 
You can’t take a lot of zeros 
and get a million. You've got 
to have integers. You’ve got to 
have transformed individuals, 
decent and unselfish, to work 
for peace.” 

Near the end of the inter- 
view, talk turned to Dr. Fos- 
dick’s grandchildren and he 
told the story of the time he 
and his granddaughter, Patty, 
who calls him “Gramp,” were 
riding up Riverside drive on a 
bus. As they neared Riverside 
Church, which is situated near 
Grant’s tomb, Dr. Fosdick asked 
Patty if she knew where .she 
was. 1 


“Sure,” said Patty» “there’s 
Gramp’s Tomb and_ there's 
Gramp’s church.” 

Farlier this year, on the oc- 
casion of his seventy-fifth birth- 
day which coincided with the fif- 
tieth anniversary of his ordain- 
ment as a minister, the man who 
is considered a giant among 
liberal church leaders was sin- 
gled out by another Rockefeller. 
John D. Rockefeller III gave to 
Union Theological Seminary 
$250,000 to establish the Harry 
Emerson Fosdick Visiting Pro- 
fessorship ‘“‘to strengthen the 
training of the present and on- 


coming leaders of the Christian | 


Church.” 
In Dr. Fosdick’s autobiog- 
raphy, his grandchildren will 


find their own “Gramp’s” liberal 
creed in a chapter titled ‘“The- 
ology”’: 

“No existent theology can be 
a final formulation of spiritual 
truth. ...As for me it is the ex- 
perience itself in which I find 
my certainty, while my theolog- 
ical interpretations I must, in all 
humility, hold with tentative 
confidence.”

The 
message conveyed by this dou- 
ble was rather obscure, however, 
and West missed it—he opened 
his singleton diamond. 

Declarer, winning the first 
trick with the diamond ace, was 
not happy. Even if he found a 
good club break, how could he 
eventually reach dummy to cash 
set-up clubs? 

A long huddle gave South the 
needed inspiration. He drew the 
outstanding trumps, discarding 
two diamonds and one club from 
dummy, then led to the club 
king and cashed the club ace. 
It was South’s discard on this 
latter trick that routed the ene- 
my: he threw off. the spade 
king! Now he ruffed a club and 
to his satisfaction found that the 
suit broke 3-3. With the stage 
set and the position of the cards 
all around the table virtually 
marked by the bidding, South 
now cashed the spade ace and 
led the spade four toward dum- 
my’s jack-six. 

It is easy to see that West 
could not save himself. After 
he took the trick with the spade 
queen, he had nothing but 
spades to return, and dummy’s 
jack became the entry to 
dummy.
